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FINANCE COMM. PREDICTS 


FINANCE, etl TTEE PREDICTS 
‘| TAX RATE 


The Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee, Monday night predicted 
a $75 tax rate for Wilmington 
as a result of the coming Town 
Meeting in March. 

The prediction was made by 
dohn Hayward during the annual 
meeting with the School Com 
mittee, and was generally ap- 
proved by other members of the 
Finance Committee. 

Pointing out that the Town 
Manager's budget as submitted 
to the Selectmen calls for a 
$71 tax rate, before any con- 
sideration of Warrant Articles 
Hayward predicted that there 
would be enough cost in the 
Warrant Articles to easily in- 
crease the tax rate to the 
neighborhood of $75. 

The prediction came as a part 
of the discussion, a discuss 
ion which was kept on a very 
high plane, but in which the 
Finance Committee attempted to 
get the School Committee to 
revise their figures, and the 
School Committee stood firm in 
saying that they had asked for 
an irreducible minimum. 

A large part of the discus- 
sion was devoted to the quest- 
ion of teacher's salaries. The 
Bchool Committee members spent 
quite » bit of time citing 
‘median’ figures for other 
towns, showing that Wilming- 
ton’s figures were not very 
far from that median. 

The Finance Committee in turn 
pointed out that they would 
like to be able to raise sal- 
aries of other departments in 
town, but were unable to. One 
comparison that was made by 
the Finance Committee was that 
of the salary of the Public 
Health Nurse ($3300) compared 
to the Schod Nurses and other 
school employees( $7300 for two 
School nurses), 

Members of the S&hool Commit- 
tee stated that it was their 
belief that the School Depart- 
ment was No. 1’ in importance 
in Wilmington, Pointing out 
that the education of all of 
Wilmington’s children, and the 
future of Wilmington’s civic 
life lay in their hands, they 
felt that there should be no 
reductions for the sake of ex- 
pediency.

Speaking at the Baldwin Club 
Tuesday evening TM goseph 
Courtney said that it was pos- 
sible that the tax rate of Wil 
mington could be $70, or per- 
haps less, in the coming year. 
Courtney predicated his re- 
marks by a belief that if some 
of the more expensive items in 
the Town Warrant were voted it 
would be by bond issue, and 
that some of the other items 
would be out of available 
funds. 

xe had no figure as yet as to 
the amount of available funds 
that would be available at the 
time of the Town Meeting. 
5 to 8% Raises 

Courtney told his listeners 
that he was recommending rais- 
es for practically all town 
employees, averaging 6 to 8%, 

le stated that this was con- 
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siderably less than the raise 
being given in the school de- 
partment for comparable posi - 
tions, and added that he had 
made that statement for compa- 
ritive purposes, and not for 
the purpose of attempting to 
discuss the school department 
increases as such. ye added, 
however that, with possibly 
one exception, every teacher 
will be getting at least $4000 
in the coming year, 
$18,900,000 Valuation 

Courtney is basing his fig 
ures on an $18,000,000 val - 
uation of real estate for 1958 
which represents an increase 
of $1,700,000 over the pre- 
vious year, and is the largest 
ever had in Wilgington.

time to discuss it is before the people vote, 
not afterwards. 

We feel that it is proper to ask questions 
that may help to clarify problems connected 
with Civil Service when the people are going to 
be asked to vote on it. If the proponents wish 
to they may write articles which we will most 
happily publish. After all it is up to the pro- 
ponents to be able to answer the questions.They 
should know the answers, fully, or they should 
keep quiet. 

The question, as it will appear on the bal- 

lot will read: 
"Shall the Town of Wilmingtm accept the pro- 
visions of Section 47 of Chapter 31 as amended 
of the General Laws of the Conimonwealth of Mass 
achusetts, (Ter. Ed.) as they apply to the of- 
ficial and labor services of the Town of Wil- 
mingt m, a fair concise summary of which ap- 
pears below: 

Acceptance of the provisions of Section 47 
of Chapter 31 as amended of the General Laws of 
Massachusetts ( Ter. Ed.) as they apply to the 
labor service of the Town of Wilmington would 
place under Civil Service the positions of la- 
borers, skilled laborers, mechanics, and crafts 
men in the entire labor service of the Tow of 
Wilmington and as they apply to the official 
service of the varius boards (excepting the 
clerk of the Board of Selectmen), building ins- 
pector, wiring inspector, school nurse, etc., 
but not including heads of the principal depart 
ments such as highway superintendent’. 

This seems at first grasp to be a clear 
statement but it isn't. 

We are told that "not including heads of de- 
Ppartments' ete means those men who do not have 
a board of commissioners or other committee o- 
ver them. 

The Town Sanitarian, the Town Engineer, and 
some other of our eggheads in the Town Hall do 
have a commission or committee over them, and 
thus are not exempted, as is the Highway Super- 
intendent. So we are told. 

Should our eggheads be chosen by some egg- 
head in the State louse, or should they ba 
chosen by the town's chief egg-head, ie the ™ 
We would rather be sure that the choice was 
made locally. 

If Civil Service will help our average Town 
emplocyee all well and good. But if Civil Ser- 
vice might saddle us with inc onpetent eggheads 
in the upper echelons of our town government we
